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C. C. C. COMES TO AN END 


“ An epic in the history of the Allegheny N ational 
F orest passed recently with the aban d o n m en t of the 
last C. C. C. camp on the forest,” announces Supervisor 
R. V. Hem ingw ay, in a statem en t ju s t released. 
For nine years the Civilian C onservation C orps has 
been the chief source of labor on the Allegheny N ational 
Forest. 
M any perm anent im provem ents, he said. *ueh 
as roads, buildings, and recreation areas will co n stan tly 
rem ind us of its splendid accom plishm ents now th a t the 
Corps h as been abolished. 
In th e spring of 1933 this country w as in th e m idst 
of a depression and President Roosevelt, feeling th a t 
consideration should be given to the young unem ployed 
men, established the C. C. C. 
The first cam p on the 
forest w as established a t D uhring in Forest county and 
incom ing cam ps soon b rought the total up to 14. 
T h rough the efforts of the C. C. C. m any miles of roads 
were constructed which facilitated control of forest fires, 
opened up areas of inaccessible tim ber and made readily 
available to the public, scenic sections which had here­ 
tofore only been. seen by a few. 
Twin Lakes, and Loleta R ecreation Areas and the 
several pieknicking spots are p erhaps best known to the 
public. 
M any thousands of acres of denuded forest 
land were planted, thereby hastening the day when tim ­ 
ber could be produced once again. 
O ther projects include Camp C ornplanter for o rg an ­ 
ization groups, F arnsw orth trout rearing station and 
m any o th er worthwhile developments. 
As economic conditions im proved and opportunities 
for em ploym ent increased in private industry, cam ps 
w ere reduced iii num ber, elim inating those which w ere 
w orking on projects of least im portance. 
W ith th e a d ­ 
vent of w a r and our lease-lend activities, defense in­ 
d u stries began booming and m an y young men who had 
received valuable train in g in various skills were able to 
secure outside em ploym ent. 
As a result, the num ber of 
ram p s decreased and after December 7, 1941, m an y of 
the rem aining cam ps were tra n sfe rre d to m ilitary areas. 
.Supervisor H em ingw ay also states that

effort required a reduction of expenditure on activities 
not directly connected with defense, and as the defense 
dem ands for young men increased, another reduction 
was made, m e Forest losing its last camp on M arch 15,
